Jockeying for Scales; 
Prices Remain Stable 


The consumer and the meat industry kept their 


thumbs jammed against opposite sides of the 
meat scales today and the impasse left retail 
prices relatively unaffected by the nationwide 
boycott. 


Meat sales, however, continued to reflect a 


severe cut, ranging from a 40 per cent drop for 
some grocers to 70 per cent at the packing house. 


The prospect of a letup soon in consumer 


prices appeared even dimmer today as the gov- 
ernment reported a 2.2 per cent increase in 
wholesale prices in March, led by a 4.6 per cent 
rise in costs of farm products and processed 
foods. 


The increase, for the Second month the 


sharpest rise in 22 years, appeared to foreclose a 
possibilty of lower retail prices for at least the 
next several months. The report did not reflect 
the effects of the meat boycott. 


Frank Register, the executive director of the 


National Association of Retail Grocers, said his 
organization has been making spot checks since 
the boycott began and meat sales nationwide are 
down 40 per cent. 


He said, however, "At this time, the retail 


grocer has no cause for alarm because the same 
amount of money is being spent." He said total 
sales are about the same, but meat spending has 
shifted to poultry and fish. 


The shift has been a boon to wholesalers in the 


fish business. And many fish retailers are ex- 
perimenting with selling speciality items in 
addition to fish usually marketed. 


The outlook is glum, however, for the meat 


packers. Robert Miller head of Union Packing 
Co. of Los Angeles, one of the nation's largest 
independent packers, said the boycott has cut 
sales by as much as 70 per cent. 


Miller said that if the boycott continues, "it 


could really knock down retail meat prices, but 
probably would wreck an entire industry." 


"We are already losing money on every head 


we kill," lie sai'd.

Mrs. Jack (Sue) Youngblood her 
second term as the city's first 
woman mayor in Tuesday's 
election and named incumbent 
P.O. Fullwood and 
former 


Commissioner Bob Scott, un- 
dertaker, to two-year terms on 
the City Commission from a field 
of six candidates in a low turnout 
of voters. 


Ernest Stokes was re-elected 


without opposition on the ballot 
for a full two-year term as city- 
tax assessor-collector. Glenn 
Stewart rah unopposed for City 
Attorney when incumbent Don 
Pevehouse withdrew as a can- 
didate for re-election to an eighth 
term. 


Mrs. Youngblood polled 1,657 


votes in carrying eight of the nine 
voting boxes to 1,071 votes 
received 
by 
outgoing 
City 


Commissioner Bob Scott. Scott 
carried Pet. IB (School Admn. 
Blclg.) voting box by a three-vote 
margin, 190 to 187. The third 
candidate in the race, Mrs. Verio 
W. Turner, music teacher, polled 
61) votes.

VOTERS, only 2,844 visited the 
polls to make the choices for 
Corsicana \s 
governmental 


leadership for the next two years. 
This was 27.9 per cent of the 


voting potential. 


Fullwood and Scott—the latter 


elected four years ago as Cor- 
sicana's first black City Com- 
missioner—easily 
outdistanced 


the field. Incumbent Fullwood 
polled 1,426 votes arid 
Scott 


received 1,401 in his bid to return 
to city service. Scott carried the 
two predominantly black boxes

and

throughout the other seven boxes 
which Fullwood carried by wide 
margins. 


Ray Bass, a former building

Hamler, assistant manager at 
Chattanooga Glass making his 
first race for public office, tallied 
G81 votes. Sam C. McDonald, a 
black ma,n employed at Wolf 
Brand Products, Inc., as a can 
inspector, polled 633 votes.

In offering his congratulations

NEW YORK (AP) — Dramatic gesture though 


it may be, leading economists see little chance 
the nationwide meat boycott can have much 
lasting effect on prices. 


The week-long protest would have to continue 


in some extended form to carry much. weight 
among the major supply and demand forces at 
work around the world, many economic ob- 
servers agree. 


"It may make a lot of people feel better 


because they're doing something," says Dr. A. 
James Miegs, economist at New York's Argus 
Research Corp. 


"But to have a significant impact on the price 


of beef, you would have to bring about a pretty 
fundamental change in American buying habits 
— and I don't believe that's likely to happen." 


"This thing is like a prairie fire," observes 


Walter Heller, University of Minnesota professor 
and former chairman of the President's Council 
of Economic Advisers. 


"The spontaneity of it is as impressive as its 


magnitude. One reason why I like it is that I 
think the consumer should rattle his saber oc- 
casionally. 
' "But I don't think the longrun effect on 
demand will be very tangible. I believe people 
are going to go back eventually to their basic 
eating habits."

DALLAS (AP) — Meat packers are, as ex- 


pected, unhappy about this week's meat boycott. 
But, they are not just unhappy about the meat 
price ceiling— they are worried about it. 


They attribute rising meat prices to natural 


factors outside their control. And while the meat 
boycott is hurting them this week, they are more 
apprehensive about the price ceiling in weeks to 
come. 


Herman M. Waldman, secretary-treasurer of 


Dallas City Packing, Inc., said Wednesday that 
production was off about 20 per cent this week. 
Although none of the firm's 100 employes has 
been laid off, he said, the scheduled work load 
has been cut back somewhat this week. 


"As a company," Waldman said, "all we can 


do is react. We can't project into the future." He 
cited increased demand arid per capital con- 
sumption of beef in recent years and the short 
supply of cattle because of the hard winter and 
other factors.

"It's nobody's business if we eat lobster or 
tuna fish."

Plans to bring "0-Plus" dialing

There are no plans to reduce 


the operator force in the near 
future, at least not for the next 18 
months, he said. 


Rogers said as Corsicana gets 


more sophisticated direct dialing 
equipment, the reduction of local 
operators will take place. 


"Corsicana 
people will not 


realize any difference in operator 
service (after 
the change in 


telephone traffic)" he said. He 
noted it is not yet certain, but, 
later in the future, telephone 
traffic from Corsicana probably 
will be handled by 
Dallas 


operators. 


The change will actually be 


advantageous 
to 
telephone 


customers in Corsicana, Rogers 
commented. He said it is a 
"service move" and is "part of 
getting modern". 


He noted that changes will have 


"no effect on the business office 
force or the plant departments in 
Corsicana." He said the change 
only affects some portions of the 
telephone traffic department. 


It is not known at this time how 


many local operators' jobs will be 
affected, he said. 


Rogers rioted that Ennis also 


underwent similar changes a few 
years ago and operator' service 
there now is handled through 
Dallas. The people there have 
been very satisfied with the new 
system, he said. 


Some of these people will also 
have other requirements tacked 
on to the requirements they 
originally agreed upon. The 
additional requirements will 
include that parolee: report 
monthly to the probation officer; 
not leave the county without 
permission of the probation of- 
ficer; not change jobs without 
consulting with probation officer; 
not associate with persons of 
disreputable character; not drink 
or engage in gambling;

Nicholson said Wednesday he 
ordered the reappraisal of per- 
sons on probation. He said these 
persons will not necessarily be 
required to comply with all the 
additional requirements if they 
can show cause why certain 
requirements should not apply to 
them. One example might be that 
a person on probation who is 
living out of the county or state 
and has a good job might not be 
required to abide by the provision 
that he must remain in Navarro 
County. 


"They can contest if they want 


to the new terms of probation," 
Judge Nicholson said. He noted, 
for example, that if someone 
believes he cannot or should not 
pay the $10 fee (if it was not an 
original requirement 
of his 


probation) then his objection can 
be expressed in a court hearing. 


Judge Nicholson said the 


"amendments to probation" 
were not brought about simply to 
collect the $10 monthly fee from 
these 
people. He said 
the 


amendments are not a "penalty 
type thing," but a move to 
determine who is supposed to be 
on 
probation 
and 
whether 


everyone is living up to the terms 
of their probation. 


"I have the authority as judge 


of the court to change the terms 
(of probation) at any time," 
Judge Nicholson said. He said 
probation "is a grace and not a 
right" for individuals, and it is up 
to the judge to use his discretion 
on matters involving probation. 


Probation 
Officer Nicholson 


said 
the 
75 people 
whose 


probation is to be amended in- 
clude 
persons 
placed 
on 


probation by former 13th Dist. 
Judge James C. Sewoll whose 
term as judge expired Dee. 31, 
1972. Some people placed on 
probation while he was judge had 
few requirements set upon them 
while others had several. Some 
people were required to pay the 
$10 monthly fee while others were 
not. 


The probation officer pointed 


out that 
until September or 


October of 1972, persons on 
probation 
reported 
to 
the 


Navarro County Sheriff, and for 
about three months until the end 
of 1972 they reported to the court 
reporter- of the

Court. Not until this year has 
Navarro County had a probation 
department.

Re- 
liable sources say they 
lost 


thousands of dollars in travel 
costs and savings stranded in 
Ugandan banks. 


Instead of a brave new world 


of 
black 
supremacy, 
the 


sources said, 
the 
Americans 


found themselves caught up in 
red tape. Promised jobs failed 
to materialize. Problems of ad- 
justing to an unfamiliar life- 
style overcame feelings of ra- 
cial brotherhood. 


But Amin 
is continuing a 


campaign to enlist aid from 
blacks outside Africa. His latest 
allies are four officials of the 
Congress of Racial Equality, 
who 
left 
Uganda last 
week 


pledging to recruit American 
doctors, 
teachers 
and 
engi- 


neers. 


"We are 
going to recruit 


many professionals from 
all 


corners of the United States to 
come and serve in Uganda for 
periods ranging from one to 
three years," CORK director 
Roy Innis told newsmen. 


During Amin's two turbulent 


years heading a military gov- 
ernment, 
Asian 
businessmen 


have been 
expelled, 
foreign 


companies have been nation- 
alized and prominent civilians 
have 
fled 
or 
been secretly 


killed. 


Innis praised the president as 


a black power champion and 
said, "He has the ability to 
make decisions, unlike other 
leaders who theorize but do not 
execute."
